"THE CALL OF THE WILD" 


BRIEF dispatch, published early in the week, an- 


nounced the death of Daniel Flickmger "Wilber- 


force in a, tribal settlement not far from Preeton, "West 
Africa. It was stated that Wilberforce, a native African, 
after becoming converted to the Christian religion, had 
returned to devil rvorship and all the practices he had 
engaged in as an unadulterated heathen. It was simply 
another case of the "Call of the "Wild." Wilberfore heard 
it and answered. 


The following is a story of the man's life as related by 


the Salt Lake Herald' 
Though familiar to those of an 


ol<3er generation, the story is little known to those of the 
present day. 
Somthing like forty-five years ago an Afri- 


can baby boy was brought to Dr. Daniel Flickinger, then 
in charge of a United Brethren in Christ mission in "West 
African with a request that he name the child. Dr. Flick- 
inger proposed the name Daniel Flickinger Wilberforce, 
and so the child was baptized, his lase name being the 
name of a famous missionary bishop. 


The incident- had passed out of Dr. Flickinger's mind 


when, twelve years after, he met in New York the Afii- 
can boy. The lad, brought to America by a missionary to 
be educated, had been thrown on his own resources by 
the missionary's death. Dr. Flickinger took charge of him 
He was given' his first training in the public schools of 
Dayton, Ohio. After finishing there he was sent to Wil- 
berforce university and graduated -rath a degree that en- 
titled him to the rank of a minister of the church Short- 
ly after leaving college, Wilberforce married a negress of 
Dayton. 
She bore him two sons and two daughters. The 


sons are living in Ohio now, but the daughters went with 
their father and mother to Africa when the foimer re- 
turned there to convert his people. 


In the beginning he accomplished great uotk. Many 


converts were made by him, and when after se^eial yeais 
of service he retuined to the United States for a lecturing 
tour, he was able to laise a large sum of money for his 
mission. 
He did not remain long in this country Pei- 


haps even then'the call of the wild that was heard by 
Jack London's great dog was sounding faintly in liis ear. 
However that may-be, he went, back to Afiica and. after 
a few months more missionary woik, he disappeared 


It was subsequently learned that Wilberforce had been 


offered the chieftaincy of the tribe of Devjl Woishipers. 
The temptation was too strong for him to resist. He dofted 
the garments and the habit of civilization. With a great 
ring in his nose, uith monstei pendants in his eats with 
his black skin oiled until it shone, the one-time Christian 
missionary clubbed fhe wives to his hut and settled clown 
to rule his tribe. 


Wilbeifore's name \\as stncken from the lolls of the 


church, but it is doubttul if, in his jungle fastness he 
heard of his excommunication 
If he did hear, he made 


no sign 
And so, he died, as his ancestois befoie him had 


died—a savage heathen, in a .savage land. Environment 
and education were not as strong as nature.

Frank Sonzogni, proprietor of the 


Swiss Saloon, situated on Harnman 
street in the eastern part of the city, 
was arVefeted yesteHlday by Consta- 
ble Pollock on the charge of selling 
whiskey to Henry Porterfleld, a Was- 
hoe Indian, whose home is in Carson. 
Sonzogni was identified by Porterfleld 
as the man who sold him the liquor 
The accused claims that he was not 
in (he saloon at the time the whiskey 
was sold to the Indian, which was 
about 8 30 yesterday morning. 


Porterfield and four other Indians 


were found yesterday morning in the 
Japanese restaurant at the rear of the 
Oberon saloon, eating breakfast and 
drinking from a bottle of whiskey, 
which was on the table. They were 
arrested, as was also the proprietor of 
the restaurant. The latter was later 
discharged on the advice of the district 
attorney. 


When discovered the Indians had ta- 


ken but little from the contents of the 
bottle, it being nearly full. They were- 
examined by Judge Pollock. None of 
them knew where the bottle came from 
except Porterfield, who admitted hav- 
ing purchased it.

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rofessor Church Says That Sul- 
phur Fumes Are Sure indica- 


tion of Volcanic Action 


"This is a matter that 
is of the 


greatest interest to science and one 
that should be Investigated thorough- 
ly. I am waiting the return of Pro- 
fesBor-liOuderbach, who is, I believe, 
in San Francisco. I will consult with 
him and Professor Young, and just 
as soon as we can arrange it the vol- 
cano of Humboldt county will 
be 


thoroughly investigated. I have been 
expecting Professor Louderbach al- 
most any day and his delay In arriv- 
ing has necessarily -delayed a definite 


• announcement." 


So said Dr. J. E. Stubbs, president 


of the University of 
Nevada, 
last 


evening in response to the query as 
to when the 
university 
will 
send 


scientists to Humboldt county. 


"It is a hard trip," continued Dr. 


Stubbs. "The volcano from what I 
can learn,-is situated fifty miles from 
Lovelock, in a barren country, and 
parties who make the journey will 
necessarily be compelled 
to 
make 


provision for supporting themselves." 


Professor Louderbach Is a son Judge 


Ixmderbach of San Francisco, one of 
the best known jurists in California, 
He is professor of geology and miner- 
alogy of the University of Nevada and 
one of the recognized authorities In 
the west. For two years he has been 
on a leave of absence, engaged In mak- 
ing geological researches as a mem- 
ber of the Carnegie fellowship party, 


has been in charge of the party 


iking these researches. 
* 


Professor J. E. Church, who is pro- 


fessor of Latin, literature and lan- 
guages at 'the University of Nevada, 
yesterday expressed surprise that Pro- 
fessor Larkln, sent out by the 
San 


Francisco Examiner to examine the 
volcano, had pronounced it a burning 
bed of sulphur, and this without even 
visiting the scene. 


"The country is typically v"olcan!c," 


said Professor Church. "It la in a 
direct line with the Lassen Buttes, 
which even now show evidence of re- 
cent volcanic 
action, 
burned 
and 


charred trunks of hardened trees be- 
ing exposed in the lava beds. 
From 


there proceeding north through the 
lava beds of Lassen county and into 
Humboldt is a comparatively 
short 


distance. From what I have heard 
Professor Larkin has 
posed 
as an 


astronomer more than a geologist. I 
certainly would have been pleased to 
make the trip. A jaunt of fifty mile? 
across a desert is not a difficult task 
to one engaged in such 
interesting 


work. Professor Larkin's second hand 
description of what he terms a burn- 
ing bed of sulphur has all the ear- 
marks of a volcano or at least a vol- 
canic vent, f have ascended Vesu- 
vious and other craters in action and 
the odor of sulphur, the dry parched 
feeling in the throat and difficulty o f j 
J 


reathing I encountered. I was even 
truck in the face with the flying par- 


'ticles of sulphur. Sulphur in no small 
manner assists in keeping the volcano 
in action. The heat and molten lava 
in being forced up from the recesses. 
of the eaith passes through sulphur I 
beds, igniting the sulphur and, of 
course, carrying the fumes and flames' 
to the surface. It is not a mud spring, 
for the country is void of water, and 
all Nevadans know mud springs when 
they see them. The scene is twenty 
miles or more from water and the total 
absence of moisture is another evi- 
dence of volcanic action. It i san in- 
teresting discovery and one that every 
scientist interested in these matters 
will be pleased to have thoroughly in- 
vestigated. I am glad the University 
of Nevada will take- up the matter." 


Professor Church is a bachelor of 


arts of the University of Michigan, re- 
ceiving the degiee in 1892. He also 
has the degree of doctor of philosophy 
receiving it from the University of 
Munich in 1901. He has spent many 
years of his life in travel and scien- 
tific research and is a very conserva- 
tive man. 


This is not the first time volcanic 


action has be'en noted in Humboldt 
county. -^A. number of years ago 
a 


similar disturbance was 
noted, and 


like the present one, opinion was di- 
vided as to whether it was a burning 
bed of sulphur or a volcano. Pro- 
fessor Church's explanation 
of 
the 


phenomenon will impress many people 
as being vety probable and the most 


fcpatisfactory until the volcano has been 
Visited personally by men who are 


capable of making a proper report on 
the conditions existing there.

The Journal's exclusive story of th

confirmation of the story. 


"While it is true that the owners o: 


the Virginia and Truckee have refuS' 
ed repealed overtures from the South- 
ern Pacific for their property, condi- 
tions have changed materially and re 
;arding them from strictly a monetary 
view point, the view always taken 
capitalists, conditions are propitious 
at this time for the transfer. 


"The building of the new Hazen cut- 


off will divert a-large amount of the 
present business of the road through 
the new channel 
This might be 


good reason for selling on the part of 
the owners of the road, as the South- 
rn Pacific in the future will be 
a 


strong competitor of the old V. and T, 
road. 


"Of course it is true that the Vir- 
inia and Truckee was 
a 'dividend 


payer Icng before the southern Ne- 
vada country was exploited, but at the 
same time I believe good reasons now 
exist for the disposal of the property, 
which did not obtain at the time the 
Southern Pacific attempted to buy the 
road.
